REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-7 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance. 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest an X-ray apparatus for 
making X-ray images of a patient, including wherein at least one LED is disposed between the 
X-ray source and the diaphragm, wherein the illuminating beam of the LED is aimed in an 
undeflected fashion at the X-ray field, and wherein the at least one LED is pivotable out of the 
X-ray beam, in combination with all of the other limitations in the claim. Claims 2-7 are allowed 
by virtue of their dependency.
